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“We Must Come Again!”

"2 E MUST COME AGAIN!” was the unanimous ex- 
pression of the sixty-two busy religious leaders 
who attended the meeting of the Advisory 

Council of the American Bible Society, which met in 
New York City on December 4th and 5th. 

The first morning session brought amazement at the 
enormous amount of work the Society had done under 
the crippling restrictions of war, and the ambitious 
plans that have been so carefully delineated for the 
service the Society is to render to the devastated post- 
war world. 

At the fellowship luncheon following, the Rev. 
Luman J. Shafer, Secretary of the Reformed Church in 
America’s Board of Foreign Missions, startled the meet- 
ing with his explanation that the Japanese are calling 
for the Word of God because they have fallen in love 
with the G.I’s. He said the rumor is abroad in Nippon 
that the Bible is the secret to an understanding of the 
American people, and asserted that the Bible is being 
referred to as “the textbook of democracy.”’ Dr. Shafer 
also reported that the Japanese want to learn English 
so that they can read the English Bible. Many churches 
are offering English courses, Dr. Shafer stated, and 
added that the first night after announcing a course, 


one church enrolled 250 people; and 500 came the next 
night. 

Notes from the address of the Rev. A. H. Wilkinson, 
Secretary of the British and Foreign Bible Society, also 
made at the luncheon, are briefly reported on page 22 
of this issue. 

When the representatives of the thirty-seven de- 
nominations returned to the American Bible Society 
headquarters after the luncheon to hear Treasurer 
Darlington’s report, the Treasurer read them the tele- 
gram with which the Findings Committee report below 
opens, we felt like singing the doxology. 

Treasurer Darlington’s report indicating that per 
capita giving of the British during the war years was 
greater than the American in support of Bible Society 
work, almost stunned the representatives. 

The members of the Advisory Council got a fresh 
determination to rally the American people to the 
Bible Society’s cause, which can be the strongest arm of 
our mission boards or agencies. 

As the Council members studied the attractive leaf- 
let, “Bibles, Not Bombs, for Tomorrow’s World,” they 
purposed in their hearts that they would try to lead the

An open letter to returning Service Men 


as several millions of my comrades have done, to 

civilian life. It is a deeply satisfying experience 
to be back again with the Bible Society. The prayerful 
interest of the Bible Society family around the world 
has been a real source of strength to me. My experi- 
ences among men in America, on the transports and in 
Europe have convinced me of the power of the Word to 
transform lives and to hold men fast to their beliefs and 
to their standards. 

But I want to write of a Brotherhood of the Book. 
I wish I could say this to every member of the armed 
forces who has, during the long war, owned or looked 
into a Testament; I want to say to him that now, as we 
slip away like mercury from the various separation 
centers to our homes, there is one thing that can hold us 
together as Christians—the one thing that we all had in 
common, whatever our arm of service or our rank or 
our unit or our theater of action. I remind you that all 
of us had Testaments. The Government itself, your 
own churches, the American Bible Society and sister 
Scripture-distributing agencies made it possible for 
every one of us who desired it, to have his own service 
Testament. Let this be the tie that binds our military 
experience together as Christians! 

I am not suggesting a new military or veterans’ 
organization. I am suggesting something deeper and 
more vital than that—a fellowship, a Brotherhood of 
the Book. Will you join me in that brotherhood? 

There will be three classes of members to begin with, 
all united by the Book. 

There will be those of us who merely had a Testa- 
ment. We may have peek- 
ed into its pages at long 
intervals; we may even 
have questioned whether 
it was worth its weight in 
our pockets or barracks 
bags. But we read it oc- 
casionally; and because we 
did have one, we are eli- 
gible for the comradeship 
of all who had a Testa-

ment. Come on in! There are millions of people who 
treat their Bibles as you have used your Testament— 
perhaps as a charm, or as a reminder of your better 
selves. For you in the brotherhood of the Book there is 
opportunity for advancement. 

Welcome! 

Then there is a small but very important class of men 
and women who in their military experience have sud- 
denly and dramatically come upon the value of the 
Bible as a source of power. The Bible Society has many 
letters telling of the ministry of the Book in almost 
theatrical settings. —[wo men keep each other awake 
and alive by reading from their Testament in their fox- 
hole in the Ardennes; a fine Christian lad reads on a 
raft adrift on the Pacific, and the miraculous happens; 
a flier leafs through his Testament in the high flight of 
his bomber and is suddenly calm in his soul; a sailor on 
his lonely watch finds ancient words for his present 
predicament, the darkness breaks and light rushes in 
from these pages. 

Let no one minimize the sudden and life-changing 
experiences which some of us have had while reading 
our Testaments under strange conditions and with 
startling results. Those of you who know what I mean, 
come on in—join with me in the Brotherhood of the 
Book! You too are off to a good start; you know what 
the Bible can do for you in emergencies. Now let us 
continue to read it and apply it to the more prosaic 
days of civilian life. 

And finally we come to the thousands of men who 
have been regular readers of their Testaments during 
the long years of the war. You are the charter mem- 
bers and the continuing 
hope of this fellowhip of 
which I write. You may 
have read the Testament 
in covenant with your 
mother or wife or sweet- 
heart. You may have 
continued a lifelong prac- 
tice. You may have begun 


to read the Testament 
daily in response to the 
19: 


Worldwide Bible Reading Program conducted last fall 
by the American Bible Society. But you are the con- 
stants in a world of changing fashions and fads in Bible 
reading. I have seen you reading in hospitals; I have 
found your Testament near you on your desks in rear 
areas; I have seen the “book-bulge”’ in your pockets as 
you moved into line. Some of your comrades I have 
buried and have watched the Graves Registration men 
tenderly tie up their Testaments along with the few 
simple personal effects which came from their pockets 
before burial. I have been one of you, reading with my 
distant family a page a day from our Bible Society 
Testaments while we were absent from each other, in 
addition to whatever other Scripture passages we read 
for each day. To you I want to say, let’s continue in 
the Brotherhood of the Book! 

How can we all do this? Well, as we said in the be- 
ginning, we are not going to start a new organization 
for veterans. But we can do several things: (1) We can 


continue or begin to read the Bible regularly and to 
apply its evident teachings to our lives. (2) We can 
encourage others to read their Bibles. You will be sur- 
prised how much influence your opinion has; try sug- 
gesting to your younger brother or sister, to some close 
friend, the daily reading of the Bible; the results will be 
encouraging. (3) We can interest ourselves in sharing 
the Bible with those who do not have it, in our own 
community and in the world community. Talk it over 
with your pastor; your church doubtless has such a 
program or supports the work of the American Bible 
Society to accomplish this important mission. 

These things we can do, and thus further cement the 
bonds which will bind us together in the Brotherhood 
of the Book.

We Presented a Bible to the President 


How Worldwide Bible Reading for 1945 was launched by three Bible 
Society Secretaries acting at the suggestion of an earnest Christian 


woman who read her newspaper thoughtfully

the picture on the cover of this issue. Mrs. 

George Kennan Martin, of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, wrote to the Bible House one day last April com- 
menting on the list of articles taken from Mr. Roose- 
velt’s desk, when this list was published in the press. 
She noted elephants, cats, dogs, sailboats, model planes; 
but was surprised to discover that no mention was made 
of a Bible on the Presidential desk.* ‘‘It seems to me,” 
wrote Mrs. Martin, ‘“‘that the leader of a Christian 
nation would do well to grace his desk with the Bible. 
After reading about the new President and hearing his 
first address over the radio today, I am impressed that 
he is depending upon Divine guidance; surely, then he 
would appreciate the Book of Books. I wonder if it 
might be accomplished through your Society in such a 
way that it would appeal to him.” 

Mrs. Martin’s letter was sent to President Truman, 
who promptly agreed to accept the gift. After con- 
siderable delay and necessary postponements, the pre- 
sentation was made at a most auspicious time—on the

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day before Thanksgiving, the opening date of the 
Worldwide Bible Reading. 

The writer was accompanied to the White House by 
Secretary William L. Darby of the National Capital 
District, Secretary Edgar C. Powers of the Maryland 
District and Mr. Frank S. Land of Kansas City, Mis- 
souri, an old friend of the President. On entering the 
office Mr. Truman warmly received Mr. Land, who in 
turn presented us to the President. The Bible is six by 
eight inches, printed on India paper and bound in the 
finest black morocco, tooled with gold. As it was given 
to the President the writer said: 

‘““Mr. President, I have the honor to present to you, 
in behalf of the American Bible Society, this personal 
copy of the Holy Bible. May it be a source of inspira- 
tion and strength to you as you bear the heavy re- 
sponsibilities of your office. May this Bible assist you in 
the fulfillment of your avowed high purpose ‘to be a 
good servant of your Lord and of your people.’ May I 
also call your attention, Mr. President, to this book- 
mark? It contains a schedule of Daily Bible Reading 
passages from Thanksgiving to Christmas, selected by 
the men and women of our armed forces under the 
theme, ‘Marching Orders for a New Day.’ We hope 
you will lead the nation in this Worldwide Bible Read- 
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ing Program, which begins tomorrow.” 

Before this carefully prepared speech was concluded, 
news photographers burst in through a side door, and 
flash bulbs began to explode and camera shutters to 
click before us. With the retirement of the camera men 
we concluded that the interview was at an end, but the 
President graciously waved us to be seated, saying, 
“Stay with me a while. I want to talk with you.’ The 
President then examined carefully the bookmark listing 
the passages for the daily Bible Reading Program. 


He has read it through three times 


“This is a very interesting idea,” he said, “‘and I am 
glad to have a part in it. I am glad to note my own 
favorite passages are here—Exodus 20 (containing the 
Ten Commandments) and Matthew 5, 6 and 7 (con- 
taining the Sermon on the Mount). If you have these 
two, you have the heart of the Scriptures.” He ex- 
amined his new Bible. ‘‘This is a very beautiful book,” 
he said. “‘I am exceedingly glad to have it. You know, 
I read the Bible through once before I was eight years 
of age, and three times before I was twelve.” 

“You certainly had good home training, Mr. Presi- 
dent,” said Dr. Powers. ‘“‘I am sure your mother will 
be pleased with what you have done today.” The 
President smiled. 

‘““Mr. President,” I said, “‘cour American Bible Soci- 
ety constituents are glad to know that you, who are the 
key man in the entire international situation, derive 
inspiration and guidance from the Bible.” 

“Well,” said the President, ‘cour world was going 
the way of Babylon and needed a purge, and the purge 
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came. Now we face the time of restoration.”? The 
President thumbed through his new Bible. “Here is a 
Psalm I like,” he said, ‘‘and it’s one you don’t hear read 
a great deal” ;—and the President read to us a moving 
passage from the 106th Psalm. 

“By the way,” the President added, looking up, “‘did 
you know that there is a verse for every man’s birthday 
in the 21st chapter of Proverbs??? We three Bible 
Society Secretaries looked at each other, as no one of us 
had ever heard of this.—‘‘Oh, yes,” said the President; 
‘“‘and the 31st chapter of Proverbs contains a verse for 
every woman. You see, there are thirty-one verses in 
each of these chapters; and so, a verse for every day of 
the month. 

“What is your birthday, Dr. Bradley?””—I told him, 
the 23rd; and he read the 23rd verse of the 21st chapter 
of Proverbs, which says in effect that a wise man knows 
when to keep his mouth shut! He went around the 
circle reading the other men their verses, and concluded 
with his own, which was the 8th [May 8th is the Presi- 
dent’s birthday]. It reads, ‘“The way of man is froward 
and strange: but as for the pure, his work is right.” 
The President said he never quite understood what this 
meant. Your Secretaries did their best to give him an 
*“‘on-the-spot”’ exegesis. 

Following this informal chat the President showed us 
the paintings on his office wall. Among them was an 
eighteen-inch-square painting of Benjamin Franklin 
which had been presented to Mr. Truman by General 
De Gaulle. It is a painting of great value and bears the 
likeness of Mr. Franklin which appears on our fifty- 
dollar bill. 

Although the President is a man of strict punctuality 
there seemed to be no pressure and no hurry throughout 
the fifteen minutes we were with him. When we rose to 
go, the President said, ““Come and see me again.” 

So, Mrs. Martin, our mission to Washington was 
accomplished, and we have you to thank for a very de- 


_lightful interview with the President; and the President 


has you to thank for a beautiful Bible for his desk. 


A Glimpse of Europe 


A chaplain, writing from France just before he was 
demobilized, wrote to the Society concerning the dis- 
tribution of Scriptures to civilians in his area:

‘Salvation through Jesus Christ is the only solution, 
and you have helped provide that to a small portion of 
the people that are in need of it. 

“Thank you very much for your cooperation and 
helpfulness.”

Secretary Wilkinson Points the Way 


Notes taken on the brief but penetrating address given by the General 
Secretary of the British and Foreign Bible Society at the 
Advisory Council Luncheon, December 4, 1945 


HEN I began my work with the Bible Society in 

London in 1929, two years after Dr. North be- 

gan here in New York, I was conscious, after 
working as a missionary with the Methodists, Episco- 
palians and American Baptists in China, that in our 
Bible Society work we were somewhat behind the 
times in matters of comity, and that policies that were 
current in. missionary circles had not penetrated our 
policies. From my correspondence I discovered a fel- 
low spirit on this side of the water. So I invited Dr. 
North to come over and be one of the chief speakers at 
our annual meeting. 

There were two things at which we arrived, at con- 
ferences which followed (to which the Scottish Bible 
Society was invited). One was the determination to get 
rid of all points of irritation and to work out opportuni- 
ties of cooperation. The second was to develop na-

tional Bible societies in order to make the Bible Society 
work indigenous in every country, believing that only 
in this way could the feelings and relations of the various 
races be integrated to the Bible Societies’ work. 

In 1935 Dr. North and I went to the Levant and 
made an extensive tour. We thrashed things out very 
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carefully, and we devised the principle of arranging 
the countries in two areas, calling one the Bible Lands, 
North and the other the Bible Lands, South; and we 
provided that in the southern section our Secretary 
should be the secretary of both societies and that your 
staff should be placed under our administration. Dr. 
North would not meddle with the affairs of that area 
unless he felt that there was something that should be 
called to our attention; all the responsibility of adminis- 
tration would be on our side. Bible Lands, North (Iraq, 
Syria, Turkey, Greece and Bulgaria) should be adminis- 
tered by Dr. North from New York on quite similar 
terms. 

We do not feel now that there is very much we can do 
to improve the conditions. As far as that area is con- 
cerned we have never had to throw any brickbats at 
one another. 

The other thing has been the creation of national 
Bible societies. Mention has already been made of 
Japan and: the proposed Bible Society of China. A 
Society for India, already in our minds in 1931, was 
brought into being under the leadership of that emi- 
nent Christian statesman, Bishop Azariah. The Bible 
Society of India and Ceylon came into being last year. 

All this is bringing us back rapidly to an ideal we 
established in our staff meeting which followed that of 
the general conference. We there visualized a World 
Federation of Bible Societies. We are inevitably lead- 
ing up to that. It cannot be very far off. We made a 
start in 1939 on a World Council of Bible Societies, 
which we hope to bring to a much fuller usefulness in 
London this coming May.

Princeton, N.J., October 22.—Nicholas D. Katzen- 
bach of 276 Nassau Street, Princeton, left Princeton 
University in his junior year in 1942 to enlist in the 
Army Air Force. In February 1943, a lieutenant and 
B-25 navigator, his plane was shot down over the Medi- 
terranean and he was picked up by the enemy. Today 
he received a Bachelor of Arts degree from Princeton. 
For his senior-year credits he offered his prison reading, 
provided by the War Prisoners’ Aid of the Y.M.C.A. 
It included, during his fifteen months in a prison camp, 
400 books, 134 of them textbooks, and one—the Bible, 
which he read through twice. ; 
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A Golden Anniversary 


Té shone upon a long life of seed-sowing that still goes on with unabated zest

HE announcement was simple: 
*“Reverend and Mrs. Frederick 
Bruckmann announce the Fif- 
tieth Anniversary of their marriage.” 
To their many friends it brought an 
implied invitation to join in grati- 
tude that God had preserved the lives 
of two people dedicated to the work 
of His Kingdom. 

The occasion marked more than 
this, however; for in 1896 Mr. Bruck- 
mann, a young missionary Baptist 
minister, and his bride started col- 
portage work for the American Bible 
Society. They were convinced that 
the Bible offered salvation to the 
‘people of our growing nation. Dur- 
ing their fifty years of service they 
placed the Living Word in the hands 
of countless thousands who had never 
before had it. 

Fifty years ago Mr. Bruckmann 
made his first house call. It was in Buffalo, New York. 
Of it he says, “I walked thirty-six blocks to ring that 
first doorbell—around the block nine times!”’ 

Since then he has stood in many doorways, Book 
in hand; from Canada to the Gulf, from the Atlantic 
’ to the Pacific. He has traveled by boat and train, 
wagon and horseback, automobile, bus and on foot; for 
fifty years he has been searching out the man without 
the Book and offering it to him. 

From Buffalo the Bruckmanns moved to Pittsburgh, 
where they spent a year among the workers of the 
expanding steel industry. In 1899 they moved to 
Texas to do missionary work among the immigrants. 
Here was a field to challenge their every resource. 
They left Galveston in August 1900, only a few days 
before the great tidal wave of September 1st, which 
swept over the city with such tragic loss of life and 
property. 

In 1907 the American Bible Society opened the 
Southwestern Agency in Dallas, Texas, and in 1908 
the Bruckmanns returned to Galveston. 

In 1909 the Society published a booklet entitled 
“The Foreigner in the Southwest.” The outside cover 
picture was of a newly arrived group of immigrants. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bruckmann, together with their five 
children, were in the picture. Another picture shows 
them at work in the Immigrant Home, with the cap- 
tion, ‘““The American Bible Society Furnished This 
Home during the Year with Scriptures in Thirteen 
Different Languages.”

Considering the great Southwest 
today, it is hard to realize that less 
than fifty years ago more than one 
tenth of its population was made up 
of new arrivals from foreign soil. 
Colporteurs, of whom Mr. Bruck- 
mann was one, had a large part in 
the process of their Americanization. 
The Bible became the Book of De- 
mocracy. In a single year they 
traveled 11,500 miles, visiting 19,000 
homes—14,000 of which they found 
to be without Bibles. They sold or 
gave 6,779 volumes in twelve lan- 
guages. 

Work among the Creek, Cherokee, 
Choctaw and Chickasaw Indians has 
long since ceased to be a major 
problem, and the names of Col- 
porteurs Miceli, Blazek, Regamey 
and Chool no longer appear in Bible 
Society reports. There would be lit- 
tle point in reviewing these dusty pages of the past in 
this story, were it not that in them we repeatedly find 
also the name of Bruckmann. Through the years it 
was written on the records of the Society’s offices in 
New York, Dallas, San Francisco, Atlanta and Denver. 
Wherever it appears we read of men finding the answers 
to life’s question in the Book brought to them by a 
man dedicated to the distribution of the Scriptures. 

Current records show that Mr. Bruckmann is dis- 
tributing a yearly average of 6,000 Bibles, 8,000 Testa- 
ments and 12,000 Gospels in many languages. He is 
still ringing doorbells and preaching in churches in 
Montana, Idaho, North and South Dakota and oc- 
casionally in Washington. 

He has been active in enlisting support for the War 
Emergency Fund, and during the war extended his 
work to include the German prisoner-of-war camps. 
Again, men were led to the Way of Life through a Book 
from his hands. 

A half century of service in spreading the Gospel, 
and still hard at work! Mr. Bruckmann closed a recent 
letter with the words, “‘I have had many wonderful 
experiences in these past years. The results will be 
shown in heaven, when we reach our eternal home.” 

To those who share the Bruckmanns’ conviction that 
God speaks to mankind through the Bible, the life of 
this couple is an inspiration; and as if fifty years of 
service to the cause were of itself not sufficient, they 
recently added to their many gifts to the Society a 
check written in numbers related to the occasion.

This picture shows Secretary Ralph 
Mortensen, the American Bible Society’s represen- 
tative in China, presenting the first copy of the new 
book to Dr. Kiusic Kimm, Chairman of the Korean 
Christian Community in Chungking and also Chair- 
man of the Korean YMCA there. The picture was 
taken on September 20, 1945 on the grounds of the 
Provincial Korean Government in Chungking, in 


front of the YMCA headquarters. 
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The Rev. C. A. Rao and family watch a U.S. 
bomber from the Bible House garden in Kunming. 
The picture was taken in July 1945, before the war 
was over in China. One member of this family is 
missing—a son who lost his life leading his men in the 
battle of the Salween river. When last year Mr. Rao 
was asked to write the customary annual report of his 
work, he replied: ““What can I write, when all 
around is uncertainty and our minds are so preoccu- 
pied by speculation as to what the price of rice is 
going to be tomorrow; and will it be possible for me 
to get my family away from Kunming if the Japa- 
nese break through in this center?”’ Nevertheless 
Mr. Rao showed good results, reporting for 1944 the 
circulation of 283 Bibles, 1,952 Testaments and 57,- 
968 Portions. Some of these many Portions are 
shown in the picture below on their way to the 
Kunming post office in the care of Mr. Rao’s 
office boy.

Because of the 
war the books, when printed, had to be shipped from England 
to New York and then across the Atlantic again to Africa, 
not reaching the Congo until 1942. 


Bibanga, had served in a Belgian medical corps in 
North Africa; Lubula Jacques held the audience spell- 
bound as he described scenes and related experiences, 
which included a trip to Palestine. His testimony of 
what Christ had meant to him in the midst of strange 
peoples and places and alluring temptations made us 
thank God that we had been privileged to help nurture 
him in the faith. Previously, soon after his demobiliza- 
tion, he had presented the church with a liberal mone- 
tary gift as an expression of his gratitude to God for his 
safe return. It must be admitted that war purifies and 
strengthens the characters of some, while unquestion- 
ably it undermines the faith and morals of others. We 
know some African soldiers who have returned to 
boast of the dubious dealings they have had with men 
and women of other lands and races who, as one 
English chaplain put it, found the black man’s shillings 
as acceptable as any. Doubtless we shall find our 
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missionary task more difficult and more involved than 
ever before, but we thank the Heavenly Father for men 
like Lubula Jacques, who labor with us in the Gospel. 

In the afternoon a victory celebration was held, 
featuring games and contests. The final number on 
the program was the offer of prizes to the men and 
women who cited the greatest number of Scripture 
verses which contain the word ‘“‘peace,”? the contest 
to close eight weeks after the announcement. The 
prizes were to consist of new wearing apparel, some- 
thing in which the Africans have developed a keen 
interest and delight. Five weeks later a school teacher 
and his wife handed in papers, each listing 275 cita- 
tions. We did not interrogate them, but it was evident 
that they had collaborated to cover so much ground in 
so short a time. A week later a crippled lad presented a 
list of 276 passages, and until the closing day contestants 
continued to send in the results of their searchings. 
One of the entries came from an old pastor who had 
laboriously worked through most of the Bible with the 
aid of a pair of second-hand spectacles. 

The word “peace” appears in the Tshiluba Bible 
some 278 times. No exhaustive concordance has been 
compiled in this primitive language. Manifestly many 
of these Africans read through the whole Bible in less 
than two months. This is no mean accomplishment, 
we submit, when one remembers that they were not 
engaged in a cursory perusal of their thirteen hundred 
pages of God’s Word. 

The crippled lad, Kayombo Daniel, received the 
first prize, a suit of clothes. Kahinga, the school 
teacher’s wife, took first honors among the women and 
went away rejoicing with bright, flowered material 
for a dress. ‘The school teacher, Kahinga Ntumba 
(Kahinga is one of several names which are given in- 
discriminately to men and women. There is no gender 
in Bantu languages and this is reflected in some other 
aspects of Bantu culture) was awarded second prize in 
the men’s contest. By the way, do you think that this 
couple had participated fairly? In the announcement 
“no holds had been barred.’ The judges decided that 
it would be a good thing for the African church if more 
wives were able to collaborate with their husbands in 
Bible reading, and that such as are should be en- 
couraged. 

We were all impressed anew with the obviousness of 
the Lord’s yearning for peace to reign upon earth and 
for good will among men to cement individuals and 
nations together happily in their common allegiance to 
the Prince of Peace.

Report of the Findings Committee

In the terse and dramatic language of this telegram the 
Advisory Council of the American Bible Society, meeting at 
the Bible House in New York City on December 4 and 5, 
heard the world plea for the Word of God. It came not only 
from the military but direct from the church’s emissaries in 
both the European and Pacific areas. : 

From Japan, where God’s secret of atomic power had been 
unlocked to spread death and destruction, came a plea for 
Bibles where once there had been bombs. It was a plea for a 
power greater than atomic power—the power to be found in 
the Book: power to displace doubt with faith; power to dis- 
place fear with hope; power to displace hate with love. 

From Germany, where slow death from hunger is even 
more terrible than sudden death from blitz and bomb, comes 
a plea that there is a heart-hunger and a soul-hunger which 
can be surfeited only by the Word of God. 

From tired China, where civil war continues to strain the 
national chains of unity already worn thin by the invader, 
comes the plea for the spreading of the Bible, that men might 
possess its knowledge and understanding for the building of 
a solid Christian unity. 

From literally hundreds of other spots on the globe (for the 
Scriptures have now been translated into 1,068 languages) 
comes the plea for the Word of God. And in America the 
need for Bibles is no less real. ‘The call can be heard in the 
establishment of millions of new homes, as men are separated 
from the services; it can be heard in the tread of millions of 
migrant workers; it is heard in the call of the heart of the na- 
tion, for the Bible has been the foundation-stone upon which 
our democracy has been built; and it is clearly heard as a cry 
from the churches, for the progress of evangelicals through the 
ages has been in proportion to the distribution of the Bible. 

In the presence of this vocal, worldwide need the members 
of the Advisory Council rejoice in and are grateful for their 
busy hours at the Bible House; for the far-visioned and states- 
manlike service of the administrative staff of the American 
Bible Society, which has made possible the broadened scope 
of work during the past year; for the encouragement and the 
strengthening of our faith, as we were led to see new vistas of 
Christian service, and how God overrules the foolishness of 
men in order to plant new seeds of faith and to build His King- 
dom in human hearts; for the presence in our midst of the 
Reverend A. H. Wilkinson, with his inspiring messages, and 
for the hearty cooperation of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society—which he bespoke in these days when fainter hearts 
would have failed; the stimulating report of the conditions in 
Japan, as reported by Dr. Luman J. Shafer, and for the judg- 
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ment recorded by him and his associates that God has opened 
for the Christians of America an effectual door in that coun- 
try so lately listed among our enemies. 


The War is Over 


The war emergency has given way to a world emergency. 
The Advisory Council believes that the American Bible So- 
ciety is to be commended for the remarkable work done dur- 
ing the war period. It is heartening to know that more than 
six million Testaments have been distributed to members of 
the armed forces. The Council is conscious of the fact that all 
of these were not used, and some were not appreciated; but 
correspondence received from all parts of the world indicates 
that many of these Scriptures were treasured. and were very 
helpful in times of crisis. 

During 1944 more than twelve million Scriptures were dis- 
tributed by the Society—a figure surpassing that of any other 
year in the long history of the work. The current year’s dis- 
tribution is maintaining a continued high level. This re- 
markable job called for extra hours of work not only on the 
part of those responsible for the distribution, but also on the 
part of those charged with releasing information and collect- 
ing funds. American Christians might well award an “E” 
pennant for excellence for the work done during the war 
emergency. 

We might add that various denominational groups have dem- 
onstrated their confidence by giving more than $1,000,000 


through the Society’s War Emergency Fund since July 1940. — 


This amount is in addition to the money given for the regular 
work. The figure should have been larger, and ought to in- 
crease to meet the world emergency need. 


World Emergency Needs 


The Advisory Council commends the officers of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society for their astute insight into the problems of 
this new age and the proper place the Bible should play as an 
undergirding influence in every area of life. 

One hundred and thirty years of history has given the So- 
ciety the “know-how,” but age has not produced a conserva- 
tism blind to the demands of this new day. An example of 
this awareness is seen in the preparations made for the dis- 
tribution of Russian Scriptures, if and when such distribution 
is allowed. It is demonstrated in the willingness to furnish 
paper, plates and even money to other Bible Societies in for- 
eign countries, if such assistance will guarantee the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures. Such a spirit is to be commended. 

The Bible Society is to be commended also for its purpose 
to make the Scriptures available for new literates the world 
around. Note has been taken of the world campaigns to ban- 
ish adult illiteracy, and every encouragement should be given 
for the translation of the Scriptures into the vernacular and 
the experience level of these new literates. This is truly a 
world emergency need. 

The members of the Council wish to point out that the 
overwhelming demand for the Word of God upon the Ameri- 
can Bible Society has created a real problem for those who 
are charged with the responsibility of balancing the budget. 
Plans have been made to raise at least three million dollars 
for world emergency needs before July 1, 1948. This is a con- 
servative figure when viewed in the light of a world need—a 
need which should challenge all denominational groups to 
give the matter serious and prayerful consideration. 


Distribution in the United States 


The world has seen demonstrated the axiom that a solid ~ 


home front is essential in the launching of any successful 
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offensive. This fact is equally true in the field of religious 
thought. America must know the Bible if we expect to send 
Bibles to the other nations of the world. There is a growing 
need to sense the responsibility the American Bible Society 
faces in the distribution of the Bible at home as well as abroad. 

It has always been the policy of the Society, born of years of 
experience, that the Scriptures should be sold whenever pos- 
sible. The Advisory Council believes that this is a wise policy 
and has complete confidence that the American Bible Society 
will see to it that no one in America who really wants and 
needs free Scriptures will be left without them. It appears 
that the indiscriminate giving of Scriptures to Americans who

can afford to purchase them is not a proper stewardship of 
funds given by Christians when there are so many destitute 
people in other nations who are hungry for the Scriptures. 

All church groups rejoice that the record of the American 
Bible Society in the translation, publication, distribution and 
promotion of use of the Bible has been one which merits con- 
tinued cooperation and unqualified support. There has 
never been any effort on the part of the Society to high- 
pressure any group, and the books and financial records of 
the Society are available for study by the smallest sect. We 
believe that this record makes the Society the best channel for 
general promotion of Bible reading in the United States, and 
we trust that the time will never come when there will be 
competing Bible Societies in the United States or in the world. 


New Departures Inaugurated 


Visual aids have been demonstrated as a superior teaching 
technique during the war, and the Advisory Council rejoices 
to see the Society giving added emphasis to this medium of 
education and promotion. The Council commends the So- 
ciety’s plans for developing an enlarged service in this field, 
particularly in the preparation of suitable films telling the 
story of the work at home and abroad—stimulating support 
and encouraging the use of the Scriptures. 

The Council regards the use of Bible trailers as a worth- 
while experiment and urges the officers of the Society to give 
it every consideration and possible trial. It also heartily en- 
dorses the plan of a Bible distribution chairman in each synod, 
presbytery, classis, conference or association. Each denomi- 
nation is urged to give all possible help in appointing such 
representatives.

being given to the work for the blind by giving the head of the 
work special secretarial standing. War always increases the 
number of the blind, and the work done in this field by the 
Society will count for more in the years ahead. The work of 
publishing a simple concordance for the blind should be en- 
couraged. 

The Council heartily commends the renewed emphasis 
being placed on the Bible Reading period between Thanks- 
giving and Christmas, sponsored by the Society. ‘The response 
to the 1945 campaign indicates a growing interest in Bible 
Reading. The campaign has been recognized by President 
Truman and by thirty-one governors in official proclama- 
tions. Nearly twenty million pieces of literature regarding the 
period have been distributed. 

We also commend the early plans being made for 1946 
which will make possible wider cooperation with denomina- 
tional devotional publications. We believe the text “Not by 
might, nor by power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord of 
Hosts” (Zechariah 4:6) to be in tune with the times, and we 
commend the theme which this text suggests. 

The Advisory Council commends the careful study which 
has been given the preparation of the budget and appreciates 
the opportunity of counseling with members of the Budget 
Committee of the Board of Managers on the detailed plans 
presented. 4 

Those who are charged with preparation of the budget and 
those who are charged with raising funds have been far- 
sighted in making plans and have been alert to the opportuni- 
ties for fund-raising during this period of inflation. 

Finally we want to express our feeling that the men who 
are guiding the destinies of the Bible Society not only are in- 


terested in distributing the Bible, but they are men who know 
the Bible and find their motive for distribution not in num- 
bers, but in the eternal Truth to be found. For an enslaved 
world we can do no better than spread the Truth. For only 
as men come to know the Truth can they be really free. ;

The Word Is “Forward”

n that occasion when the Israelites were fleeing 
from their Egyptian overlords they were con- 
fronted by the seemingly impassable barrier of 

the Red Sea. They were seized by terror, they be- 
wailed their plight to their leader Moses; and Moses, 
finding himself and his people caught between the 
pursuing Egyptians and the engulfing water, carried 
his problem to God. 

You remember God’s ringing reply, ‘““Speak unto 
the children of Israel, that they go forward.” 

Going forward looked like certain destruction for 
all, whereas turning back and submitting to their 
tormentors might hold out some hope. Going forward 
was an act of great faith; and their dauntless leader, 
upheld by God’s word to him, went forward with his 
fellow Israelites upon their quest for the Promised Land. 

The Bible is and always has been a forward-looking 
book. It has no room in it for the lingering, backward 
glance. Lot’s wife paid for doing so with her life. 

God’s word to Moses is just as valid for our day as it 
was for his. We of our generation face a great crisis. 
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We are about to embark into a new era. We too are 
just beginning our search for a Promised Land of peace 
and security. Shall we go forward with faith and high 
purpose, or shall we wander aimlessly and blindly to 
the precipice of a new world cataclysm such as we are 
just emerging from? 

Surely the answer lies in the use we make of God’s 
written Word, which contains the only enduring 
answer to distraught humanity. 


Expecting More Gifts 


Sensing the tremendous challenge of the hour the 
Advisory Council and Board of Managers of the Society 
have undertaken to raise the largest budget in the 
Society’s history. It represents a forward movement in 
all the departments of the Society’s enlarging service. 

On the income side the Society believes that the up- 
ward impetus of gifts from living donors will continue, 
and have estimated receipts of $756,000 as against 
$570,000 for 1945. That amount, added to income 
from legacies, invested funds and terminated annuities 
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brings the year’s total estimated receipts to $1,180,000, 
compared to $976,500 for 1945. And this amount is 
designated for the Society’s regular program without 
regard to the World Emergency Fund, for which there 
must still be raised nearly a million and a half dollars. 
Friends of the Society will recognize the step of faith 
that has been taken and will be quick to respond. 


Reaching New Areas 

Where does this income go? Distribution of the 
Scriptures through the Society’s foreign agencies has 
been increased from $337,950 to $371,370. This 
amount will permit the Society to take a larger share of 
the work in fields served by the British and Foreign 
Bible Society—notably Africa, Europe and India. It 
will also permit a continuation of the record circula- 
tions achieved during the past few years in Latin Amer- 
ica. 


Employing New Methods 

Translation and revision work remain at about the 
same level, but distribution in the United States moves 
up from $268,206 to $273,517. The added amount will 
allow experimentation with a fully equipped Bible cara- 
van, which will move about in rural areas, encouraging 
the use of the Scriptures and making them available at 
whatever prices the people can afford to pay. 

For the first time the budget sets up as a separate 
department those items which may be labeled ‘‘Service 
to the Cause.”’ The total is $196,388, compared with 
$137,810 for similar work in 1945. The largest single 
factor in this is the amount set aside for the promotion 
of the use of the Bible through the Worldwide Bible 
Reading from Thanksgiving to Christmas, by means of 
leaflets and through radio, magazine and newspaper 


Te Adding New Workers 

Since to achieve this forward progress an enlarged 
staff is necessary, the budget provides for a few new 
Field Secretaries to be located in key population centers 
and for some additional clerical workers to relieve an 
already overburdened headquarters staff. 

The machinery is all ready to move forward at high 
speed into a new year of fruitful service. All that is now 
lacking is the fuel represented by the consecrated gifts 
of Christian people. 


The Challenge 

The world is beginning again. After the worst holo- 
caust of war in history, the nations are looking to 
America for help. Their needs are endless. Beside food 
and medicine, clothing and shelter, they must have 
spiritual guidance. For this America must furnish 
Bibles—more Bibles than ever before—to devastated 
Europe, to the Far East, to Japan. In all its 130 years 
the Society was never faced with such a challenge, nor 
such an opportunity. 

The officers of the Society have entered the new year 
confident that those who have given before will do so 
with greater joy and sacrifice in 1946 and that many 
others who never saw their responsibility for giving the 


world the Bible will see it and respond to it generously.

Foreign stamps. 

Unused stamps. (They are worth face,value or more.)

Covers 
1. Foreign “‘covers,” i.e., whole envelopes with stamps on. 


2. Whole envelopes from service men’s mail, Navy or Army. 
3. Old envelopes (before 1900), such as come from trunks and 
attics. 


Books 
1. Stamp collections or books about stamps. 


General Suggestions 
a. Stamps should be cut off, leaving %4-inch margin; or 
soaked off. Peeling stamps makes them thin and valueless. 
b. Envelopes should be slit open carefully without damage to 


the stamps.
